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REPUBLICANS EDGE DEMOCRATS BY 6 VOTES IN PRIMARY 


Wilmington’ s Republicans cast 
six more votes than did the 
Democrats of this town, in the 
State Primaries, held Tuesday, 
an almost unforseen event in 
view of the interest reported 
in various Democratic candi- 
dates, locally. 375 Republi- 
cans cast ballots, against 369 
Democrats, in the four hours 
that the polls were open. 

As could be expected, Sumner 
Whittier, candidate for Gover- 
nor on the Republican ballot 
led in the number of votes. 
Whittier received 370 votes, 
with five blanks being cast. 
He led Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers, who received 
Bes votes, and all others on 

8 ticket. 

Thomas J Buckley, Auditor of 
the Commonwealth, and unoppos- 
ed candidate for renomination 
on the Democratic ticket prov- 
ed to be the most popular Dem- 
ocrat, receiving 334 votes. 
Edward J Cronin, candidate for 
renomination for his post of 
Secretmry of State received 
286 votes, taking second place 
in the Democratic listings. 
Howard Fitzpatrick, unopposed 
for renomination as Sherrif of 
Middlesex County received 281. 
In the Repub] ican race for 
nomination for State Represen- 
tative, Tanner and Wilkinson 
were renominated in the four 
town district, by comf atable 
margins, with Atty Collins of 
Reading running a comfortable 
third. It was Collins first 
try, and his efforts are cred- 
ited locally with the numbers

We respectfully suggest that our Board of Se- 
lectmen has been asleep, in their Ivory Tower, 
in so far as the rate change of the Reading 
Electric Light company is concerned. Last 
week's communique to the public had not one 
word to say about the situation. If a person 
were to depend on that censored source of in- 
formation he would know absolutely nothing.

Not only has the Board of Selectmen been as- 
leep, but the Reading Electric Light has shown 
a remarkably poor sense of public relations. 
They may be nice people, and they may do a 
good job, but being in the position of a mon- 
oply, and a public utility as well, the least 
they can do is to let the people know what is 
going on. 

The rate change has been contemplated for 
months. Not one word was said about this, as 
far as the people of Wilmington are concerned, 
and it would seem that the same situation pre- 
vails for North Reading and Lynnfield. The 
change was made on September first, or there- 
abouts, and only the people of Reading have 
been notified, to the date of this writing, 
September 16th. 

About three weeks ago this paper began to get 
telephone calls from suscribers who wanted to 
know why the Reading Light was inspecting 
their water tanks. We confess that we didn't 
tumble immediately to what was going on, and 
it was only in the second week of such calls 
that we began to look into the situation. The 
news, it turned out, had been printed in the 
Reading Chronicle, but somehow our last few 
copies of that esteemed paper have gone astray 
We have not been receiving it, and we believe,

that we are one of perhaps a dozen who get 
that paper in Wilmington. 

This paper broke the news to the people of 
Wilmington two weeks ago. We sat back and ex- 
pected that our Selectmen, who claim to repre- 
sent the people of Wilmington, would react. 
They didn't. 

The Manager of the light company called on 
the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen with 
printed copies of the new rates two days after 
we had broken the story. This was, apparantly, 
the first apprisal of the news to the Select- 
men. Those rates were brought to the next meet 
ing by the Chairman, where, it seems, accord- 
ing to one of those present, everyone examined 
them, and was satisfied. Not one word appeared 
in their communique to the public, by which 
the public is supposed to know what is going 
on. 

Perhaps everyone on the board in the Ivory 
Tower was satisfied, but Selectman Hagerty was 
reported as being quite dissatisfied by peo- 
ple who heard him two nights later, at the 
Lions Club meeting. He seems to be the only 
Selectman who has been ready to speak up. 
Meanwhile the Selectmen in Lynnfield are more 
awake and they have reacted. They called the 
Manager to their meeting, and asked questions. 
They have an electric rate study committee, 
which is looking into the matter. 

And, if the Selectmen in Wilmington don't 
know what is going on, there are a few people 
who do want to know. At least one member of the 
Planning Board is .going to propose an electric 
light study committee, in their next meeting. 
Other people, too, have expressed themselves 
of similar thoughts. 

Please understand that we are not sore a- 
geainst the Reading Light because we think the 
rates are excessively high, or anything like 
that. They do (or did) have a light rate that 
was fair and equitable, and was one of the low 
est in the Commonwealth. Perhaps there is very 
good justification for the changes (adjustment 
is the word they use). But, they haven't had 
the common sense to let the People know what 
is going on, and Wilmington's Selectmen, when 
finally apprised of the si tuation, just contin 
ued to snore away.’ We are happy to hear that 
at least one official in Wilmington is ready 
to propose a light rate study committee, even 
if the Selectmen aren't.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE WANTS RULING 


ON PAY SCHEDULE 
Wilmington’ s Schoo] Committee 


has voted to ask Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell for a ruling on 

‘whether the schoo] committee 
has to pay teachers on a Sin- 
gle Salary Schedule’. 

As discussed in the meeting, 
the members made clear that 
they were not desirous of pay- 
ing other than a Single Sal- 
ary schedule, but they wanted 
the question cleared in their 
own minds.
